Those having to do with the raising of funds and the 
operation of the hospital, since its inception, have at all 
times projected a community hospital with the highest stand­ 
ards possible. 


It was and still is the intent 
of th e officers and directors to 
establish standards aim ed tow ard 
the ulim ate goal of having an 
accredited institution. 
They have recognized th at a 
comm unity hospital if operated 
true to its nam e m ust have two 
very definite objectives: 
1) The hospital should be and 
has 
been 
organized 
and 
con­ 
ducted for the purpose of pro­ 
viding facilities w here the s-ick 
and injured m ay be given scien­ 
tific and ethical care. 
2) 
That 
the w ell 
appointed 
hospital in a com m unity such as 
Palm Springs, previously w ith ­ 
out one, alerts greatly the con­ 
ditions under which m edicine is 
practiced.

Iii both the Old and New T e sta ­ 
m ents there Is provided am ple evi­ 
dence of how, as th e result of the 
divine adventure to prove th a t God 
is A ll-in-all, sin, disease, and even 
death give way to h ealth , to rig h t­ 
eousness. and to life. In the second 
book of Kings th e story of the S h u - 
nam m itc woman stands out in its 
dram atic beauty _nd power, in its 
vivid and Intim ate portrayal, In its 
trium ph ol tru st in God. T he Im ­ 
m ovable consistency and ste ad fast­ 
ness of the S hunam m ile w om an, 
faced with the severest of all tests 
of h er faith and courage, and the 
com plete Justification of her reliance 
upon God, m ust continue to bring 
stren g th and Inspiration to m u lti­ 
tudes 
T h is fam ilar story recounts how a 
wom an ol Shunem welcomed E lisha 
to h er tome, for she recognized him 
to be "an holy m an ol G od;" and how 
m oreover she built a room for him 
a p a rt from Its busy traffic, for this 
was a wealthy and im portant house­ 
hold, where th ere m ust have been 
m uch coming and going. Here, while 
his hum an needs would be m et, he 
was also to find tranquillity and se­ 
clusion. It Is recorded th a t there 
cam e a day w hen, a fter a sudden, 
brief Illness, th e w om an's only child 
died. T he m an of God was not w ithin 
call—h e had gone up to M ount C a r­ 
mel to pray 
He vas not therefore 
im m ediately available, but the room 
set a p a rt for him was. She took the 
lifeless body of h er little son up Into 
the room and laid It upon th e bed. 
T hen she went out. closing the door 
behind her. She spoke to no one ol 
w hat had happened H ■" first action 
I after her child had died was to carry 
him to the only place where there 
would be seclusion from the fears, 
the curiosity, the speculation, the 
accepted finality ol m ortal belief. 
T h e m other th en set forth to clim b 
M ount Carm el, '-hat she m ight find 
the m an of God. She told no one of 
her mission. 
H er om y reply w hen 
asked about her child was, "It shall 
be well.” And so w ith the directness 
Im pelled by singleness ol purpose, 
she w ent where she would find him 
whom she had learned to know as 
G od's representative. T he story re ­ 
lates th a t she was willing to accept 
no substitute; she would give no in ­ 
form ation to G ehazl, th e servant ol 
E lisha who cam e to m eet her. Her 
words to him were, "It is well.” Her 
m essage was for Elisha alone. She 
m ust speak lace to face with the m an 
of G od. When she reached Elisha 
she refused to be parted from him ;

So It was (h at E lisha accom panied 
her to the house.

crowns." It was nis divine certainty 
of this individual kingdom which 
enabled Jesus to overcome every form 
cf evil, prove powerless every effort 
ol the carnal m ind. The individual 
kingdom w ithin each one of us is 
w hat 
C hristian 
Science 
reveals 
Sometimes, because they do not find 
w hat they seek, m en will blam e a n ­ 
other, or others; they look outside 
them selves for the reason ol their 
failure to find, and abide w ith w hat 
they need, to bring them satisfaction 
and tom pleteness T hey m ay a ttrib ­ 
ute their failure to persons or cir­ 
cum stances, to ill fortune, to sickness, 
to tem peram ent or heredity. O nly in 
th e knowledge of m an's eternal well­ 
being, preserved and sustained of 
God, the powcrlessness, the absurd­ 
ity of th a t which would claim for 
itself another power, another self­ 
hood, another 
kingdom , Is 
m ade 
clear. 
Would we know w hat prayer Is, 
as it is tau g h t in C hristian Science? 
T hen we shall find it set forth 
throughout 
the 
w ritings of 
Mrs. 
Eddy P rayer, we learn, is th e af­ 
firm ation of the tru th of being; It 
is the knowing ol spiritual facts; It 
Is reliance upon the ever-presence of 
divine Love 
P rayer Is the under­ 
standing and the exercise of divine 
power on behalf of hum anity; it Is 
the preservation of thought in line 
with Principle, expressed In purity 
and integrity, in compa sion and 
gentleness. P rayer which expresses 
the divine nature, no less in giving 
th an In receiving, finds Its m otive 
and Impulse i.. th e h eart of Infinite 
Love. The exercise of prayer preserves 
the beauty and fragrance of spiritual 
Inspiration; it reveals and dem on­ 
strates m an ’s individual kingdom , 
illum ined by th e Intelligence which 
divine M ind 
im parts; 
upheld 
by 
divine Principle, encom passed by di­ 
vine Love. T his indivlduil kingdom 
is radiant w ith the beauty, th e h ar­ 
mony of Soul, w here peace reigns 
suprem e; it expresses the strength 
and authority of S pirit, the eternal 
vigor and anim us of Life. T his indi­ 
vidual kingdom , because it lives In 
God, reveals His etern al nature, and 
thus reveals 
m an, 
m ade 
In 
His 
likeness. 
Even as prayer shows us these di­ 
vine truths, so It shows us those 
things which have no place in God 
and which therefore have no place In 
m an. It shows us th a t hatred , re­ 
venge, sensuality, pride, sickness, the 
hypnotic influences of hum an will, 
do not belong in m an ’s individual 
kingdom. It shows us (and this is 
all-im portant 
to 
rem em ber) 
th a t 
each one—th a t is, you and I—reflect­ 
ing divine authority, has the power 
to refuse the entrance of evil into his 
thought. T his is our responsibility, 
our task. However m uch we m ay be | 
strengthened, encouraged. Instructed, | 
enlightened by another, the decisión 
of w hat we accept, w hat 
reject, 
m ust always rest 
with ourselves, 
whose individua1 kingdom it is. 
The question m en som etim es ask 
them selves is; Have I the ability to 
discern the nature of thes intruders 
which have no place n "tru e and 
conscious being"? Have I the cour­ 
age, the resolution, to bar th eir en- ¡ 
trance, or to evict them if they have 
already entered in? W hat is the 
answer of the C hristian Scientist to 
such questions as these? In "P ulpit 
and Press” by Mrs. Eddy, we find 
these words (p. 3): "Know, then, 
th a t you possess sovereign power to 
think and act rightly, and th a t n o th ­ 
ing can dispossess you of this h erit­ 
age and trespass on Love. . . . Our 
surety is in our confidence th a t we 
are indeed dw ellers in T ru th and 
Love, m an’s etern al m ansion.” Here, 
then, is our surety I t is in our con­ 
fidence th a t we do indeed know th at 
we * ossess—even sovereign power; 
th a t we know where we dw ell—in 
T ruth and Love. 
W ithin our indi­ 
vidual kingdom we cannot be dis­ 
possessed of our divine heritage. In 
th e 
consciousness 
of 
Love’s 
all­ 
presence, there Is no trespassing by 
m ortal belief. 
To dem onstrate th e knowledge of 
w hat through God s power we can do, 
this is the great advc nture, whereby 
we prove th e A ll-in-all of Love. The 
understanding of w hat we possess, ol 
w hat we are, of Him whom we obey, 
this is im perative. Belief alone will 
not give us sovereign power; only 
knowledge ot God and of th e man 
whom He has th u s endowed does 
this. C ontinually, every day, every 
hour, human testim ony is demanding 
of us that we believe in the actuality 
of mortal phenomena. Often these | 


dem ands appear vested with trad i­ 
tion, custom, authority, law, neces­ 
sity. On the basis of belief, they may 
appear irrefutable, inexorable. But 
he who knows the divine fact ot 
w hatever the hum an senses affirm 
will neither accept ñor subm it to 
them He will rem em ber and abide 
in the knowledge th a t Jesus accepted 
no evidence which produced or pred­ 
icated 
disea.-e. 
disability, 
sorrow, 
iack, and death 
Those who came 
to him afflicted w ith blindness ana 
paralysis, with insanity and leprosy, 
were im m ediately healed. He de­ 
livered men not only from sickness 
but from sin. Num bers of those re­ 
stored and regenerated glimpsed the 
grandeur the m ajesty of his mission 
and left all to follow him. Today in 
like measure, men and women who 
have perceived the fight of C hristian 
Science as it was revealed to its 
Discoverer. Mary B aker Eddy, have 
been healed and regenerated by the 
power of T ruth. They have turned 
from m aterial sense, th a t they may 
take part in Love's divine adventure; 
th at they m ay prove the A ll-in-all ol 
divine Love in their own lives and 
! in the lives of others. 


The Practical N ature of C hristian 
Science 


It is sometimes believed th a t so 
definite a dividing fine between re­ 
ality and unreality, between good 
and evil, as is draw n by C hris­ 
tian Science, m ust tend to detach­ 
m ent from or indifference to the 
problems which beset m ankind. But 
this Is not so. No one was ever more 
alert to hum an needs th an was Jesus, 
no one ever more patient and loving 
in healing and in teaching. Mrs 
Eddy, in establishing the Cause oi 
C hristian Science, called for the same 
practical approach, the sam e loving 
compassion as the M aster's, th a t the 
evils from which the world has suf­ 
fered as the result of its separation 
from God m ight be 'ntelligently a - d 
adequately dealt w ith and overcome 
Of his disciples, Jesus saic- (John 
17:15), 
"I 
pray 
not 
th a t 
thou 
shouldest take them out ol the world, 
but th a t thou shouldest keep them 
from the ev il" "At this period.” Mrs. 
Eddy has w ritten on page 82 ol 
"Retrospection and Introspection,” 
“my students should locate in large 
cities, in order to do the greatest 
good to the greatest num ber, and 
therein abide .” How incalculable for 
good is the exam ple of him who 
knows th a t all power is giv 
him ol 
God; how greatly can he help to 
uplift the thought of governm ent, 
of business, of hum an relationship, 
In every walk of life. 
“Who or w hat is it th a t believes?' 
(Science and H ealth, p. 487.) This 
is one of the searching questions 
which we find in the C hristian Sci­ 
ence textbook. And th e answ er is 
given as follows in the au th o r’s 
words: “S pirit is all-know ing, this 
precludes the need of believing." A 
student of C hristian Science found 
him self afflicted with a discordant 
physical conditio i which was p artic­ 
ularly trying, as it was on his face, 
and therefore aroused m uch anxious 
com m ent and speculation am ongst 
his associates. The head of the firm 
for which he worked was greatly 
concerned, and 
asked 
continually 
whether he would not take steps to 
have medical treatm ent. T hen, one 
day, his em ployer cam e into the office 
accom panied by a doctor, who began 
to describe the grave and perhaps 
fatal penalty oi neglecting the con­ 
dition. 
As the C hristian Scientist sat lis­ 
tening to the alarm ing predictions 
which were being set forth, he heard 
him self saying with calm convic­ 
tion, “I do not believe you." And all 
a t once it was as though he felt 
the rock of T ru th beneath his feet. 
He did not believe w hat was being 
said, because C hristian Science had 
taught him otherw ise It had taught 
him th at knowing precludes the need 
of believing. And w hat did he know? 
He knew th a t the idea of God-could 
not be m ade subject to t e errors of 
m ortal belief; could not be m ade to 
fear or obey them . It was as though 
he had suddenly awakened from a 
dream.

Identified him self w ith m ortal evi­ 
dence and m aterial sensation. Not 
until he had heard him self declaring, 
"I do not believe you," did he awaken 
to take his stand w ith T ruth, with 
Spirit, where men do not believe; 
they know. Shortly afterw ards, he 
suddenly 
became aw are th a t the 
physical condition was completely 
iiealcd. When he w ent to his office 
the next m orning, he did so with no 
evidence of the disease of a few hours 
earlier.

In the Acts of th e Apostles, there 
is described the experience of Peter, 
cast into prison by th e enem ies of 
T ruth.

and the keeper before the door kept 
the prison. But prayer was being 
made w ithout ceasing for him. All 
a t once a light shined in the prison, 
and Peter was aroused. He was told 
to rise up quickly. And as he did so, 
the chains fell off from his hands. He 
was free. No chains, no Jailers, 10 
keeper befcre the door interfered 
with his exit, .ie passet through the 
first and the second ward until he 
came to the iron gate which led into 
th e city. How often would there seem 
to be some iron gate which bars t ur 
entry into our individual kingdom 
How Impregnable it would often ap ­ 
pear to be. Perhaps someone am ong 
us has come out of th e prison of sick­ 


ness, of sorrow or m isfortune, and 
th e chains have fallen off him , and 
yet there is still an iron gate of 
hum an will, ol chronic fear, of lone­

M en require courage, the courage 
born ol faith in the trium ph of right, 
w hich rem ains im m ovable in the lace 
of tem porary deleats and hum ilia­ 
tions; the courage w hich w hether the 
struggle be open or secret, sw ift or 
delayed, waits calmly and trustingly 
on Gad ' i nave seen the wicked in 
great power.” wrote the Psalm ist, 
and spreading m m seli like a green 
bay tree. Yet he passed away, and, 
lo, he was not: yea. I sought him , 
but he could not be found” (Ps 37:
